Herman Hundhausen took the star d 
Saturday morning in Judge Baker’s 
court, Chicago, and testified in his own 
behalf. 
The character of his testi­ 
mony and the nature of the questions 
put to him by his attorney made evi­ 
dent what the defense will bo. 
Both the testimony and the question­ 
ing tended to bring out that Ilund- 
hauson was almost completely under 
the influence of Honeck, had positively 
no motive for the crime, a id maee the 
visit to the roorn of Koeller believing 
that it was merely for the purpose of 
renewing an old friendship. 
“ Up to the time you saw the knife in 
Floneck’s hand did you know he had 
any intention of 
killing Koeller?” 
Hundhausen’s attorney, Mr. 
Heron, 
asked him after he had finished the 
account of the murder. 
“ No, sir,” came the reply. 
“ Did Iloneck, previous to the mur­ 
der, ever say anything of his intention 
to kill Koeller?” 
“ No, 
sir,” 
Hundhausen 
replied 
again. 
Mr. Heron, to bring out that Hund- 
hausen was merely an innocent witness 
of tho crime, not a guilty participant, 
and had no motive for the crime, se­ 
cured the statement from his client 
that there was not the least ill feeling 
between him and Koeller. 
They had 
alwajs been friends. 
In furtherance 
of tins claim that lie had no thought of 
doing murder, Hundhausen declared 
that he had no knife in his hands just 
before entering, while in, or jurt after 
leaving the house. 
Hundhausen told the story of the 
murder with little fooling, not realiz­ 
ing the magnitude of the crime for 
participation in which ho is now on 
trial. 
“ When 1 knocked at the door of his 
room Koeller told me to come in, and 
we went in. 
He recognized my voice, 
got 0 1 1 of bed, put on his pants, and 
startel to light tho gas. 
Just as he lit 
the gas, while his arm was still in the 
air, Honeck jumped behind him, threw 
his left arm about Koeller’s neck and 
began stabbing. 
1 expected nothing of 
the kind and was so dazed by the sight 
that i could not speak. 
“ 1 was glued to the lloor with fear 
whoi I saw HoneCK pull his knife arid 
spring on Walter. 
For tho moment I 
was paralyzed with horror and amaze­ 
ment. 
I could not move. 
When W al­ 
ter shrieked ‘murder’ 1 ran. 
I could 
do nothing else. 
I did not go to him, 
nor did I have a knife out. 
1 never 
touched Walter. 
“ Koellar called out ‘Murder!’ once, 
but did not speak again. 
Honeck 
dropped him and started toward me. 
Frightened, I turned and rushed down 
the stairs. Honeck overtook raej.vbile 
1 was going down. 
“ W hat’s 
the matter?” 
Are you 
afraid?’ he asked. 
“ I said I was. 
“ ‘You’ll never tell on me?’ 
“ ‘No,’ I said. 
“ ‘W hat did you kill him for?’ I 
asked. 
‘Oh, his father helped kill my 
brother.’ 
“ He handed me the bloody knife. 
After we got out I gave it back to him, 
saying that I didn't want to get blood 
on my clothes. 
Hundhausen told of their flight, cap­ 
ture, the worming out of his secret by 
the detective 
locked 
in 
the 
cell 
with him, and of his immediate con­ 
fession. 
lie went iuto ail the details 
without a shudder, his restless eyes, 
that ever avoid the eyes of others, 
wandering above the heads of thoee in 
the courtroom. 
In answer to Assistant State’s At­ 
torney Smith's questions he said: 
“ I told the police we intended tj kill 
both the Koeller boys simply because 
1 stuck to an agreement to take half 
the blame that Honeck and myself 
made when we were riding in the pa- 
t ot wagon after we wore arrested.” 
Hundhausen denied having 
made 
many of the statements given in his 
confession. 
He said he 
had 
been 
friendly with W alter Koeller always, 
and nad occupied part of a seat with 
him in school in Herman, Mo. 
Colonel 
Julius 
Hundhauson, 
the 
prisoner's father, when 
shown 
the 
knife with which Koeller was killed 
said: “ 1 carried it with me in the Mex­ 
ican war, and gave it to Herman as a 
keepsake.” 
Miss Lou Bass, principal of the de­ 
partment of telegraphy of the Northern 
Illinois Normal School at Dixon, de­ 
nied the prosecution's story, which sup­ 
plied a motive, that Koeller could have 


received $•> for getting Hundhausen to 
go to school. 
Robert &ud Frederick Hundhausem 
brothers of Herman, endeavored to dis­ 
pose of motives by testifying Walter 
Koeller and Herman had always been 
friends. 
The prisoner showed far more feel­ 
ing and anxiety while his confession 
wfc- being read than while on the 
stand. 
He scarcely looked up while 
Assistant State’s Attorney Smith read 
the document, and when he did raise 
his eyes they came up covertly, to be 
lowered at once. 
The proceedings opened with the 
introduction of 
witnesses who had 
heard the confession of HundhauseD 
and who had signed the typewritten 
document as witnesses after the slender 
young Missourian had affixed bis sig­ 
nature. 
“ I expect to show that my client was 
merely the victim of unfortunate cir­ 
cumstances,” said Mr. Heron. 
“ He 
wa-: under the influence of Honeck—I 
expect to establish that. 
He went to 
the room of the Koeller boys with only 
the friendliest of feelings, with no idea 
of what was to happen. 
Though arm­ 
ed he had none ef his weapons drawn. 
He merely happened to be on the 
scene of a murder when it was com­ 
mitted, and to bo tho friend of the man 
who committed it. 
Men have been ac­ 
quitted against whom the evidence was 
much stronger than it is against my 
client.” 
Arguments will be mado by the at­ 
torneys today and the case will go to 
the jury probably tomorrow. Honeck’e 
case will then bo called, and evidence 
heard on his plea of guilty. 
It is said 
he will testify against Hundhausen as 
strongly as the latter did against, him. 
So it will appear that two fool friends 
are now against each other to save 
their necks. 


Sheriff' and Supervisors. 


Galesburg Republican-Rogister: An 
important question has just been de­ 
cided by the appellate court at Spring­ 
field. 
The board of supervisors of Mc­ 
Donough county hired a janitor for the 
McDonough county court house and 
grounds and to take care of the circuit 
court room except during the terms of 
the circuit court. 
The sheriff hired 
another person as janitor to take care 
of the court house, heaving apparatus, 
clerks' offices, grounds, 
etc. 
Thus 
there were two persons claiming to act 
a- janitor and both claiming pay. 
A 
suit was brought to nettle their rights. 
Judge Thompson held that the super­ 
visors had no right to interfere with 
the custody 0? the sheriff’.- janitor, and 
enjoined the board of supervisors from 
pa.t ing their employe, and their em­ 
ploye from in any way interfering with 
the sheriff’s appointee, thus placing 
the court house and grounds in charge 
of the sheriff. 
The county appealed 
and tho appellate court affirmed the 
decision of J udge Thompson. 


M rs. Norton s Funeral. 


Friday afternoon at tho Episcopal 
church occurred tho funeral of Mrs. J. 
N. Norton, formerly of this city, but of 
late with her «two sons making her 
home In Dixon. 111. 
The many friends 
of Mrs. Norton learned with much sor­ 
row of her death and the sad circum­ 
stances attending it. 
W hile here Mrs. 
Norton was a«valued member of the 
Episcopal church; also one of tho liter­ 
ary clubs. 
She was a woman of warm 
sympathies, and one who «attached to 
herself many friends to whom the sad 
news of her death is a source of much 
sorrow. 
Her two orphaned boys left 
for their lonely home on the 5 o’clock 
train last evening, bearing the tender 
sympathy of all who know them.—
